Blood Serum 
Is Subject 
Of Jbeicture 

Surg. Capt. Best 
Also Tells of 
Penicillin Drugs 

Toronto, Dec. 14— (CUP)— 
Surgeon-Captain C. H.. Best of 
the R.C.N. Medical Research 
Unit, recently gave an ilustrated 
lecture on the preparation and 
use of blood ficrum at a meet- 
ing of the Royal Canadian In- 
stitute in Convocation Hall, 
University of Toronto. 

"The phrase •life-blood' has 
acquired a new significance in this 
war," stated Capt. Beit, discussing 
the new techniques which make. It 
possible to use dried blood serum In 
many cases in place of the bulky 
and hard-to-handle whole blood. 
Blood serum is ^the liquid blood 
after removal of the red blood cells. 
Proteins and Blood - 

The speaker explained that the 
proteins In the blood serum pre- 
vent the excessive loss ot volume, 
resulting In falling blood pressure. 
This may eventually reach a mini- 
mum at which the heart can no 
longer function. The proteins hold 
the water in the blood vessels and 
prevent leakage. 

Previously, he explained, it had 
been necessary to depend on trans 
fusions and blood banks, but these 
methods were not cempletely satis- 
factory. 

"In the Battle of France," he 
said, "serum was flown over, but 
there was no time for typing it. 
the blood was often overage and 
useless." 

"We have learned much since 
then and organizations have been 
set up to deliver blood more fre- 
quently where it Is- needed." He 
pointed out that dry serum, whldi 
has the advantage ot. withstanding 
heat and cold and can be used 
without being typed, ' is a product 
of this war. 

Capt. Best outlined the develop 
mcnt of the dried serum technique, 
a project started ' at ' Toronto In 
1939 and now grown to tremendous 
proportions. In the last four years, 
he said, the number of doitors has 
grown from 5,320 to nearly M.OOO. 

The serum now being manufac- 
tured in Canada is being distributed

They reached Sweden after 24 
hours of skiing, walking or trekking 
across the frozen Norwegian coun- 
tryside, and said that they owe 
their etcape to a warning of the 
planned wholèsale arrests; from a 
Norwegian underground organiza- 
tion.

A. Hoel, who attempted to make 
the admission of new students de- 
pendent on political views and not 
on academic qualifications, and 
forbade all of us to leave Oslo un- 
less we had a German or Quisling 
police permit."

visory Conunittce. Dr. Marsh's re> 
cently acquired popularity lus been 
caused by the publicity given his 
report, the Canadian countarpart of 
the report ot Sir William Bcve- 
ridge in England. 

Shows Problem 
Dr. Marsh admitted from the be- 
ginning that his aim was not to 
give his views on post-war recon- 
struction but to show the problems 
and make the studenta aware of it 
In the first part ot his speech, Dr. 
Marsh tried to Impress his audience 
with the magnitude ot the task 
ahead. Then he said: "The chief 
duty ot the Allied nations is an 
economic function. In this they 
must finance the undeveloped 
nations. Steps have been taken in 
this direction already as has been 
shown by the recent United Nations 
Food Conference. Following that, a 
great domestic rehabilitation must 
take place in which all the coun- 
tries shall pool their resources in 
order to prevent an era of mass 
unemployment. To bring about 
these eft éeta it may be necessary to 
change many of our ,l>ule ideas and 
we will certainly have to instill our- 
selves with greater energy and 
willingness to make those ideas 
materialize. 

Throughout his address. Dr. 
Marsh persistently warned his list- 
eners not to be influenced by the 
platitudes, catch phrases and mean- 
ingless generalities. He also told his 
listeners to beware of opinions be< 
cause many were apt to be pre* 
Judiced. 

Speaks Again 

The following evening Dr. Marsh 
addressed the Political Science Club 
ot McMaster University on the 
topic "Full Employment and Stabil- 
ized National Income". After a short 
Introduction of this topic Dr. Marsh 
gave an ' enlightening speech. Ac- 
cording, to Dr. Marsh full employ* 
ment means the employment of all 
the people who are employable. 
Such* total employment is a prere- 
quisite to the maintenance of our 
stable national Income which is ap. 
proximately eight billion dollars 
per annum. Needless to say stabil- 
ity of national income Is most de- 
sirable and in it alone lies national 
security. v'.']'. 

Full employment Is made up of 
that ot private complemented by 
public enterprise. A rising nation* 
al debt, according to Dr. Marsh Is 
not In itself to be avoided. It is 
like a bank on which to draw. Dur- 
ing the rebuilding of Europe. Can* 
ada's foreign marketa will be con* 
siderable. After this, temporary 
trading boom world markets must 
not be allowed to lapse, he contin- 
ued. This makes necessary Intar* 
national application of the plan. For 
it is in practice, on such a world 
wide scale that the plan contains 
the solution of international depres* 
sion and disillusionment. 

Dr. Marsh's erudition and person- 
ality left a deep impression on those 
students of McMaster who being 
present at both. the morning and 
evening lectures, grasped and shar* 
ed in part at least his deep- insight 
into' the challenge of postwar re* 
ebnstruetion^^ 



Kingston. Dec. 14— (CUP)—

Conclusions on Impressionism 

Having now defined Impres- 
sionism and seen the breadth 
and depth of its influence, we 
may continue to some general 
conclusions on the subject. In 
the first place, I wish to make 
it clear tiiat my intention has 
not been . to make a blanket 
condenmatlon of all modem 
art There has been a good deal 
of flrst>rank material produced 
In our century, particularly In 
the field of literature, and, 
what is more important still, 
public interest in art and the 
search for new forms is very 
much alive. Doubtless the 
world of the future will de- 
velop vigorous forms appropri- 
ate to tho expression of Its own 
civilization. 

Nevertheless at this point I 
wish to repeat and it possible 
to clarify my objections to the 
Impressionist approach. Art (as 
also dreams and religion) is 
, primarily wish-fulfilment, a 
formalization of experience, 
and escapism, inasmuch as it 
readjusts the imperfections of 
real life into an harmonious 
composition: thus artistic self- 
cxpreislon is a happy part of 
existence. But the two main 
factors which go to make it up, 
emotion, and form, are like two 
unstable elements, dangerous, 
corrosive, and disintegrating 
when imcomblned. And the 
danger of the Impressionist apV 
proach is that it tends to dis- 
pense with the seomd^ofi^l^el^ 



two factors. The Impressionist 
classics, Proust and Debussy, 
may stand up to the absolute 
standards of good art, a hun- 
dred years from now; but I am 
unwilling to concede even the 
possibility as far as their Ex- 
pressionist followers are con- 
cerned. 

The conclusion which I un 
Inclined to draw from the fact 
that formlessness (and fre- 
quently emotional sterility 
also— leaving nothing but an in- 
tellectuallzation of art) is so 
prevalent In modern art is, that 
socially as well .as culturally, 
our present civilization is still 
decadent, or, at the least, transi- 
tional. One Is also tempted to 
ascribe the Nietzscheanlsm, Im- 
moralism, and Hitlerism discuss- 
ed in the last article to a social 
' order which is decadent, which 
no longer serves any positive 
purpose, and yet which still 
sees no way out towards a tnore 
positive organization. The crux 
of the whole matter is that a 
hyper Urophied individualism, 
tmder a philosophical form of 
Immorallsm, en economic form 
of Laissez-Faire, a political 
form of Nazism, and an artistic 
form of Expressionism, Is still 
the keynote In the world to- 
day, and until that *8ame hy- 
pertrophied Individuriism has 
been modified or replaced by 
some more constructive attitude 
—or system— we cannot expect 
any real and positive renaiss- 
^^anmlln^theTworld of art.

Saga of a 

Cynic 

by Alison Carr 

from the Vermont Cynic 



On April 25, 1883, The University 
Cynic was first brought forth on 
the Vermont campus. In Its edi-' 
torial, this new publication an- 
nounced lis Intention "to give voice 
to the sentiments of no faction, but 
to be fairly representative of all." 

Of the name of their journal, 
which is derived from the school 
of thought to which Diogenes be- 
longed, these first editors proudly 
stated, "If the name on our cover 
means anything, it means that we 
shall honestly speak the convic- 
tions of our mind, it means that all 
things conflicting with the interest 
we represent, we shall constantly 
and consistently combat." 

This Cynic was consistent, evi- 
dently, for a steady flow of editor- 
ials followed throughout its pages, 
varying from such subjects as the 

"stony cold of the people of Bur- 
lington" as they failed to give more 
than one encore night after night 
at the Opera House, to a stiff little 
piece in a 1017 Cynic entitled "Our 
Relations with Middlebury." 

In that same year tho CYNIC 
carried articles about the Unlver 
sity of Vermont Army Company on 
the Mexican Border, one of the few 
college companies to serve ai a 
group during the war. 

In its first years the CYNIC had 
been issued once every three weeks; 
by the time -of the World War it 
was a bi-weekly with a defmlta 
time element in its descriptions of 
the University's first experience as 
a host to tho United States Army. . 

By this time, too, a marked dif- 
ference in the CYNIC'S stylo could 
be noticed. In 1885 the newspajjcr 
abounded in dissentations of equal 
gravity whether they dealt with 
"Baseball" or "The Defects of Mod- 
ern Architecture." of which, accord- 
ing to an 1889 CYNIC, there were 
many. 

Then -came a transition period 
during which the CYNIC, hardly 
leaving room for news items In a 
storm of literary offerings, pub- 
lished a number of Interesting 
stories and poems. Among them 
were "A Thanksgiving Day Bo- 
mance.". and "The Death of a New 
Bom Woman." 

By 19110, however. The Vermont 
Cynic, having changed its name, 
began to look more like the paper 
that Is published now. Photographs 
appeared on Its pages, firatomities 
and* eoDorities were ^ven weekly 
reports, headings lor stories were 
more careful written, and bgr-Unes 
had disappeared everywhere but on 
the editorial page. 

Advertising seemed to have gain- 
ed a hold, and also to have acquired 
a more stibUe approach by 1920. In 
1B99 Palne's Celery Compound anà 
L. P. Wood's blocks of space were 
(olla>wed by a reminder from the 
editor, "They aid the Cynic— You 
should aid tbam," or, "Where In- 
dolence k mkt, Tis FcUor to Ad- 
vertise." But by l»aO advertising 
had spread from tiie )>sck to the 
inside pages, and from the editor's 
silence they were evidently con- 
sldered well able to speak for 
themselves with such slogans as "If 
You're Looking for Your Chum, 
You'll Find Him at the Uajestle."

other student, "we were warned 
that something grave was probably 
going to happen, and we were art- 
vised to go home and leave the 
University. Last Tuesday morning 
on our way to the University, we 
found the streets full of German 
end Quisling police cars, some mov- 
ing towards the University in cen- 
tral Oslo, and some to the Bllndern 
district where the Faculty of 
Science was located. Even mili- 
tary lorries, motorcycles and cars 
belonging to the German Kommls- 
aariat were employed. We tried 
to warn some friends, but found 
that they had already been arrest- 
ed, and so decided to flee. Wc look 
a streetcar passing the University 
and saw the students being bundled 
into lorries. Oslo Hospital was 
ringed with machine guns while 
the medical students were rounded 
up. 

"Wc boarded a train going east 
from Oslo and travelled twenty 
miles which is the farthest distance 
one is allowed to travel without a 
special permit, and from there we 
started to Avalk towards the Swed- 
ish border. People helped us with 
skis and warmer clothing. Finally 
wc arrived at a lake with a bridge 
leading over. Wc did not dare to 
cross the bridge. The lake was cov« 
ered by thin ice so we had to hack 
and wade our way to a boat. Dur- 
ing the crossing we used the skis 
as our oars.

The German Foreign Minister 
vwjjjgUcntrop's curt rejection of 
thc'wbtMt'of the Swedish Govern- 
ment acalnst the arrest of the Oslo 
students has caused the strongest 
indignation Ihrouchout Sweden, 
and the newspapers are sharp in 
their comments.

If the Germans carry out 
their original plan as if nothing has 
happened, it is time lor Sweden to 
stress what consequences this may 
have for German-Swedish relations.

In her address on "Bourgeois 
Morality" at the Philosophical So- 
ciety meeting last evening in the 
R.V.C. Common Room, Audrey Alk- 
man ma^e three main' charges 
against it She claimed Ulto^e 
hyprocritical, antl-soclal' andrnega- 
tlve. 

Supporting her first charge Miss 
Aikroan stated that "it acts largely 
from self-interest and pretends to 
act on social grounds ... it finds 
moral reasons for Immoral actions 
it has no imagination,— no In- 
sight—, no power of analysis. It 
preserves the outer .forms of mor- 
ality, but doesn't worry about the 
inner meaning of them." 

Regarding her second point that 
bourgeois morality was anti-social, 
she stated that "it was" more con- 
cerned with competition than with 
co-operation." The bourgeois's "oc- 
cupation is making money. Money 
and property form the basis of his 
ambitions. They are the standards 
by. which he measures his own suc- 
cess and that of his neighbours. He 
seldom regards himself as a citizen: 
he Is a private individual and his 
Interests are quite distinct from the 
Interests of the community as a 
whole." The second point connect- 
ed with the antl-soclal aspect of 
bourgeois morality was^ itS' hatred 
of anything new, which marks the 
modern bourgeois who Is unwilling 
to take risks, to co-operate In fin- 
ancial ventures, and so forth.

Concluding her address. Miss 
Aikman supported her statement 
that bourgeois morality was nega 
tlve by stating that It was "a mor- 
ality with no constructive, elements 
in it.

Halifax — "Boondoggling" ^and 
"carpet-bagging" for students Is 
common In Maritime universities, 
declared Dr Carl.eton Stanley, pre- 
sident of Dalhousle University, be- 
fore the Dawson Royal Commission 
on pojt-war rehabilitation recently. 
.Dr. Stanley, who appeared for the 
Maritime universities made his 
statement in answer to a question 
from the chairman regarding uni- 
versity union within the Maritimes, 
and In replying, said he was speak- 
ing apart from his position as a re- 
presentative of the universities be- 
fore the Conunlsslon. 

The number of degree-granting 



bodies wlthin,the Maritimes created 
a very difficult problem, said Dr. 
Stanley. The Institution with well- 
equipped laboratories and many 
well-staffed and equipped depart- 
ments is the institution which is 
goln^ to get into financial difficul- 
ties,- he said. 

"The instituUon that doesn't have 
a single microscope, hasn't even a 
magnifying lense on the whole 
premises— that institution empower 
ed by the Provincial Government to 
grant even Masters*' degrees in 
Science, is not going to bo in any 
financial difficulties whatever. 1 
am afraid this is not the best si- 
tuation for education," declared Dr. 
Stanley. 

Continuing, he strongly advocat- 
ed the union of Maritime universi- 
ties, citing the union of King's 
College and Dalhousle University 
as an example of what has actually 
been accomplished. 

Dr. Stanley tabled a report of a 
meeting of a committee from Marl 
time universities which met in 
Sackville to consider certain post 
war matters. The report made spe- 
cific recommendations regarding 
housing, forests, pasture lands, 
marshlands, sewage disposal, pub 
lie health, and schools. 

In reply to a question from Dr. 
MacGregor Dawson, the chairman 
Dr. Stanley said he believed there 
is a place for a research organize' 
tlon in the province, although he 
suggested a somewhat wider scope 
than merely provincial. Many mat 
ters, he thought, would have to be 
dealt with by the Maritime pro 
vinces acting as a single executive 
unit

A dash with the 
police last Saturday in an at- 
tempt to hold a meeting of the 
students resulted in another 
meeting being . called for this 
Saturday. Rocks were thrown 
by students, and the police 
fired shots over the heads of 
students in an attempt to break 
up the meeting of last week, 
and it was stated by Naples of- 
ficials that the meeting for next 
Saturday would be broken up 
"in an even more vigorous man- 
ner" If it is held wlthôut auth- 
orisation. 

The Conunittee of National

the raw material of all our business 
lives." 

Speaking with special reference 
to "Sales Management Tomorrow,'* 
Mr. Elliott said that '"above all 
money— profit— is a tangible goal 
for sales training. More profit to 
the company, through more sales 
per territory— at less cost per sale. 
More profit for the salesmen. More 
profit for retail outlets— through 
the better understanding of retail 
sales problems on the i>art of the 
factory representatives. Yes, and 
more profit for tlie customer, too." 
scope Is Widening. 
The sales management Job of the 
future would show a general wid'« 
ening of scope; a broad advance in 
the field of selection, training, su- 
pervising and compensating sales- 
men; substantial improvements in 
the opportunities for salesmen be- 
cause of better sales management; 
and a change in the character of 
the literature of sales management 
"in the direction of less flamboy- 
ancy and more realistic treatment 
of the subject matter," in Mr. El- 
liott's opinion, "I believe sales man- 
agement will grow less bombastic, 
less dogmatic and less oratorical, 
and accordingly' less pompous, while 
at the same time it becomes more 
professional in approaching its 
jobs, he added. 
Urging sales management to take 
full advantage of the current live 
interest in training." Mr. Elliott 
pobited to the fact that "not only 
have the mlllicns of yoimg men in 
our armed forces become accus- 
tomed to the idea of scientific as- 
signment to square or round holes 
by the various aptitude classifica- 
tions, but they have also become 
accustomed to think of training 
both as the flghthig man's best 
form of life insurance and as the 
best stepping stone towards promo- 
tion." There were already signs, the 
speaker said, that 'in the post-war 
future these ybting men would not 
only be receptive towards intelli- 
gent guidance and training, but 
would expect it "and there is every 
reason to believe that application, 
of the same urgent pressure to the 
development of sales personnel can 
do as much towards modifying the 
post-vrar emergencies of distribu- 
tion as the training of factory work- 
ers has been doing towards making 
our miracles of production pos- 
sible,"
